40° C. (104° F.) with pains in 
his chest und back and an 
aching in his limbs. There 
might be a dry cough with 
no phiegm, but by the end of 
the mext day he would be 
feeling a little better and by 
the third day the symptoms 
would have abated, and the 
temperature would be com- 
ing down. Weakness left by 
the attack rapidly passed off, 
and most patients were back 
at work in from 5 to 6 days.

its spread. What causes the 
appearance of a new virus, 
why it should be so infective, 
why one virus should pro- 
duce local outbreaks and this 
one spread throughout the 
world are still mysteries. 

From the experience of 
ether  courricies, however, 
there is every reason to 
that the Israel epidemic will 
reach its peak within two to 
three weeks and will then 
fizzle out.
